LINER CRASHES INTO LIGHTSHIP

Santa Barbara and Smaller Ship. 
Damaged, Continue to Piers 
Under Own Power.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17. 
Grace liner Santa Barbara collided 
with the Ambrose channel relief 
lightship at 6:23 a. m. today in the 
narrows of New York Bay, off 
Quarantine.

River. The lightship, its bow badly 
bent, returrfed to the lighthouse 
depot at St. George, Staten Island.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—An authori-

The United States 
Biological Survey has purchased the 
30,000-acre Delta Duck Club, owned 
by a group of 100 New Orleans and 
other sportsmen, and the 10,000- 
acre Chateau Canard private hunt- 
ing preserve of the late Joseph 
Leiter, Chicago multimillionaire, 
racing stable owner and _ ardent 
hunter. Both properties are in 
Plaquemines Parish, La., at the 
mouth of the Mississippi River. 
Both will be merged into one great 
40,000-acre wildfowl wintering ref- 
uge and an ornithological labora-

The champion- 
ship is as yet undecided in the juve- 
nile division, but the victor in the 
rich Belmont Futurity next month 
doubtless will be the leading two- 
year-old money-winner of the year. 

P. A. Markey’s Grand Slam, win- 
ner of the Arlington Futurity and 
$55,260, is temporarily at the head 
of the list. C. V. Whitney’s Red 
Rain is second with $45,700. Forever 
Yours is third with $34,165 and Al- 
fred Gwynne Vanderbilt's Postage 
Due is fourth with $24,700.

DEFENSE LAWYER 
SHIFTS BLAME IK 
SWINDLING TRIAL 


Attorney Asserts Missing 
Bank Cashier Was ‘Bun- 
co Man,’ Not His Clients 
Graham and McKay. 


LAYS STRESS ALSO 
ON THEIR ALIBI 


Those Engaged in Fraud, 
but Only as Reno Gamb- 
lers, He Says. 


By the A’ssociated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—The miss- 
ing Roy J. Frisch, former cashier 
of the Riverside Bank of Reno, 
Nev., was described as a “bunco 
man” in league with an interna- 
tional swindling ring, by John 
Taafe, of San Francisco,, in his 
speech before a Federal jury today, 
in defense of James C. McKay and 
William J. Graham, Reno gamblers 
and promoters, on trial for mail 
fraud and conspiracy. 

Replying to the defense, George 
Pfann, Assistant District Attorney, 
told the jury that it could “draw an 
inference as to why and in what 
manner he (Frisch) disappeared. 
What people would suffer most by 
his testimony? McKay and Gra- 
| ham.” 
| Frisch, not the defendants, 
| cilitated the sale of securities be- 
| longing to prospective victims of 
| swindlers at the Riverside bank 
| and received a “cut” thereby, Taafe 
| declared. He continued: 
| “Frisch is the man 


fa- 


whom Mr. 


| testifies he was directed to by No- 
| ble John Moore, a swindler, That 
is the same bunco man pointed out 
by two other bunco men in the 
bank.” 

Taafe prefaced his summation by 
portraying Reno and the place of 
the defendants in the picture. 

A Picture of Reno. 


he said. “There was Reno, a fron- 
tier or desert town—the divorce 
colony of the United States, and 
as such, a focal point of visitors. 
Here we have the two defendants 
running a big gambling house. 
Prior to 1931 gambling was illegal 
in Reno. But when it was legal- 
ized in 1931, honest and dishonest 
persons followed the boom. The 
defendants met almost every per- 
son, bad or good, who came to the 
town.’” 
| As operators of gambling houses, 
| the jury was told, McKay and Gra- 
ham bought checks for swindlers 
who came te Reno, cashed checks 
| for them, drank with them, as well 
as with reputable persons. Such 
relationship, Taafe added, did not 
prove that defendants were also 
swindlers. 

“Because Jack Dempsey was a 


prize-fighters?” he asked. “Because 
they cashed the checks of clergy- 
men, does it make them clergy- 
men?” 

Lays All Blame on Missing Man 

Attacking Frisch, who disappear- 
ed last year, Taafe asserted’ that 
when the cashier was questioned 
about the swindling transactions by 
a postal inspector, “questions of an 
embarrassing nature were asked 
him.” 

“He found himself up against the 
wall,” the counsel said. “He must 
do one of two things: He must 
confess his complicity, or he must 
blame someone else. And McKay 
and Graham were the logical men 
to blame.” 

Reviewing testimony, Taafe said 
that on several of the swindlers’ 
transactions the Riverside Bank 
made profits over and above all 
commissions. 

“Books of the bank did not show 
what happened to this money,” and, 
Taafe added, “Frisch got the pro- 
fits.” 

In explaining that the defendants’ 
enforced relations with swindlers 
did not mean they themselves were 
criminals, Taafe likened his clients’ 
status as gamblers to that of Col. 
E. R. Bradley.

Text of Address. 


Following is _ the text of the ad- 
dress. 

“In the 12 minutes which I oc- 
cupy in this discussion I shall 
refer to but one phase of the Con-| 
stitution in its many bearings upon 
national life—that is the Bill of 
Rights. 


“Today the Constitution is indeed | 


under more vivid discussion than 
at any time since the years before 


the Civil War. The background | 


of that issue was Negro slavery, 
but in the foreground was the con- 
stitutional question of states’ rights 
and in the final determination was 
the fate of the Union. The aroused 
interest of today is again the 
rights of men. Today the issue is 


the rights of the individual in re- | 


lation to the Government; this, 
too, involves the fate of the nation. 
If for no other reason, this discus- 
sion has been forced upon us be- 
cause new philosophies and new 
theories of government have arisen | 
in the world which militantly deny | 
the validity of our principles.

The High Price of Peace. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

IL and Ethiopia! Uncle Sam may have 

oecome involved in Europe’s troubled 

waters by the secret activities of Ameri- 
can private business men. This wouid 
seem to indicate that secret activities in 
international relations lead to no good 
ends, and that so-called private business 
takes on some highly public characteris- 
tics at various times. 

The chairman of the Standard-Vacuurn 

Oil Co, issued a statement which con- 
tained the following: “The Government 
of the United States has a responsibility 
for the protection of American property 
and investment abroad as a fundamental 
principle of international law....“ Let us 
examine this proposition. In effect, it 
says that all of us have a responsibility to 
protect American business abroad, Note 
‘that this “responsibility” arises out of a 
“principle” of imternational law. It does 
not, I take it, arise out of law per se. 
Nor does it rise out of an American prin- 
ciple, or out of American law! Inciden- 
tally, it is interesting how internationally- 
minded some of our nationalistically- 
minded friends become when it is to their 
interest so to do. One would ordinarily 
expect our rugged individualists to settle 
“property and investment” difficulties ny 
themselves, instead of “going socialistic” 
and asking the nation to help them out of 
a tight spot. 

But this situation is just a flag indicat- 
ing that we are all skating on pretty thin 
ice if we think that the maintenance of 
peace is a matter of passing resolutions 
and signing petitions. The price of peace 
comes high. It will force some of the in 
fluential members of our social order to 
forego the prospects of immediate profits, 
for the possibility of greater abundance 
at a later time. It will require most of 
us to change our physical and socia) hao- 
its to avoid violent consequences. This in 
turn requires a high type of social intelli 

. gence throughout the population, which 
is not apparent today. 

We need to know how to “fight” wars 
vicariously, and how to grant status in so 
ciety without the accumulation of great 
wealth in the midst of poverty. The price 
of peace is high.

A THOUGHT FOR CONSTITUTION DAY. 

One hundred and forty-eight years ago, the Amer- 
ican Constitution was signed and submitted to the 
original states for ratification. In celebration of that 
historic event, public gatherings are being held over 
the country today in far greater numbers than on 
any Constitution day for many years. From Faneuil 
Hall in Boston, where James M. Beck, one-time 
Pennsylvania Congressman and Solicitor-General, is 
the main speaker, to San Diego, Cal., where former 
President Hoover has chosen the Bill of Rights as 
his theme, the American people are hearing and 
thinking about their basic law and its influence over 
their lives. 

The reason for this unusual interest in the Con- 
stitution this year is clear to everyone who has fol- 
lowed the course of events in this country during 
the last few months. For while more than 50 na- 
tional organizations may be participating in the cel- 
ebration today, it is the popular debate which has 
grown out of the policies of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration and the recent adverse rulings of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court which sets this Consatitu- 
tion day apart. The unusually large number of 
sponsoring organizations only reflects the great in- 
crease in public interest in the Constitution. 

No one can foresee the future with certainty, but 
every sign leads to the conviction that this concern 
of the American over his Constitution and its rela- 
tion to everyday life is destined to grow greater. 
Correctly or not, the NRA decision has been widely 
likened to the Dred Scott decision and the coming 
presidential election to the 1860 contest between Lin- 
coln and Douglas. 

How the lines will form is not yet evident, but all 
indications point to a constitutional issue in the 
coming campaign. Citing President Roosevelt's sub- 
sequent support of legislation of doubtful constitu- 
tionality, notwithstanding the unmistakable lan- 
guage of the NRA, “hot oil” and railroad pension 
decisions, Republican leaders are telling the country 
that all believers in the Constitution must rally to 
the Republican banner to prevent that venerated doc- 
ument’s deliberate destruction. At the same time 
comes the announcement that Southern Democrats by 
the thousands are joining hands to “uphold” the 
Constitution. 

The forthcoming report of the special committee 
of the American Bar Association, appointed to study 
the effect of recent legislation on the Constitution 
and headed by former Senator George Wharton Pep- 
per of Pennsylvania, is certain in itself to carry the 
issue to the eve of the 1936 election. This is so for 
the reason that the findings of the committee, to be 
made public this coming November, will go before 
the bar association as a whole for official action next 
August—when the choice of a President will be but 
two months away. 

What shall be the attitude of the ordinary citi- 
zen as political leaders, seeking either to retain 
office or to win it, argue the question in the public 
forum? Plainly, the American citizen must look at 
the question from the dispassionate, common-sense 
point of view, for it will be up to him, as always, to 
decide the matter finally. He must remember how 
the Constitution came into being, what its framers 
expected of it, how, looking into the future, they 
provided ways for adapting it to the changing needs 
of time. 

Above all, our citizen must remind himself that 
the vital thing is the constitutional principle, not 
the exact text of the Constitution—that we have 
altered the text some 21 times, with far-reaching 
amendments, but that we have never ceased for a mo- 
ment to have government under a constitution as a 
ruling principle. 

Recognizing that basic fact, our citizen will be 
able to discriminate between those who would im- 
peril the constitutional idea by blindly idolatrous 
worship of the text and those who would suit the 
text to evident needs and so preserve the principle. 
Then, with this distinction made, he will be prepared 
to consider every proposed change on its merits—on 
the one hand, to approve an amendment moving up 
the meeting date of Congress and abolishing the 
lame-duck session as a necessary modernization of 
ou? governmental structure, and, on the other, to re- 
ject a proposal to curb the powers of the Supreme 
Court, for the obvious reason that our Federal sys- 
tem of separated powers could not function without 
an umpire. 

It is not the fact of change itself that should be 
questioned, for, given a long enough period, change 
is inevitable; it is the nature of the change pro- 
posed that needs searching scrutiny, which must @& 
the basis for acceptance or disavowal. Or, to return 
to the thought as previously stated, we must not 
confuse the principle with the exact nature of its 
application. 

In so far as the speeches and meetings over the 
country today bring out this fundamental truth about 
the American Constitution and government under 
that great document, they will contribute to public 
education. In so far as they distract attention from 
it, they will only make intelligent participation in 
the problems of statecraft more difficult.

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FORWARD ON GRADE-CROSSING REMOVAL. 

Rejection of various “permanent” public works 
projects over the country will follow the President's 
statement of last week outlining a policy of a tem- 
porary work program, for quick spending and imme- 
diate employment. It is reassuring, however, to 
learn that the way has been cleared for pressing 
grade-crossing elimination. Federal restrictions as 
to the division of labor and material costs have been 
waived, and word from Jefferson City is that Chief 
Highway Engineer Cutler is rushing preparations for 
beginning the work in this State. 

This marks the end of a blockade in which this 
important work has been unduly delayed. In St. 
Louis, seven grade-crossing projects were approved 
by a Federal highway engineer in April, and an ap- 
plication for Federal funds was filed. Not until five 
months later was it possible to clear the way for 
these projects, as part of the $6,200,000 program for 
eliminating 35 crossings in the State. 

It is unfortunate that there was ever any doubt 
about this. phase of public works. The grade cross- 
ing’s long and growing record of death and injury 
won widespread approval for the announcement in 
April that $200,000,000 had been set aside to attack 
this problem. While the delay went on, almost every 
day brought news of more tragedies. The ICC re- 
ported an increase in grade-crossing deaths over last 
year. Though the cost of these projects did not 
attain the ideal wage percentage sought by the Gov- 
ernment, yet payments to labor ran high, and the 
stimulus to materials industries should have been an 
important factor, in addition to the life-saving po- 
tentialities. 

Now that the obstacles have been removed, there 
should be full speed ahead in a program that will 
create employment and have permanent value in the 
removal of death-traps.

CONTINUING THE CCC. 

The nation has watched with keen interest the 
work of the Civilian Conservation Corps. It has 
seen these young men in three years undo much of 
the exploitation worked upon the forests for dec- 
ades, has seen them contribute works of lasting value 
to the country, at the same time building them- 
selves up physically and in morale with healthful 
outdoor work. The hope has taken form that this 
product of the unemployment emergency might be 
continued in some form in succeeding years.

There is, indeed, much unfinished 
work ahead of the CCC. If the country hopes to re- 
deem and preserve its forest assets, such a corps is 
essential. The dividends already paid by the CCC 
are the best argument for its continuance, | 
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RENEWING A SUGGESTION. 

In an editorial the other day, we called attention 
to the need for a census of the unemployed, so that 
the country may know exactly the extent of the fun- 
damental problem of the depression. In this con- 
nection, Gen. Johnson writes: “Our unemployment 
problem hasn’t even been looked at—much less at- 
tacked. The figures on unemployment are worse 
than inaccurate. They are misleading. Monthly in- 
dexes are built on obsolete bases and computed on 
insufficient reports. The so-called censuses by vari- 
ous ‘employment agencies’ are worthless. The num- 
ber of people on relief rolls is no guide.” 

How many persons are there in the country who 
are able and willing to work and who cannot find 
employment? What kinds of work are these people 
qualified to do? How many people are there who 
are unemployed, but who are living on savings or on 
the bounty of relatives and who, therefore, have 
avoided the relief rolls? How many persons are 1n- 
employed and destitute and physically or mentally 
unable to accept work if it is offered them? These 
are some of the questions an unemployment census 
would answer, and the answers would help the coun- 
try chart its course. 

We renew the suggestion that the Federal Govern- 
ment take a census of the unemployed. Moreover, 
permanent machinery should be set up by which such 
a census could be repeated from time to time, to show 
variations in unemployment. 
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POPE AGAIN POPS OFF. 

The other Senator from Idaho is popping off again. 
He wants to put teeth in the Kellogg Pact, so that 
nations guilty of aggressive war might be restrained 
and punished. This statement, issued at Geneva, is 
the latest of a long series of utterances on world af- 
fairs by Senator Pope, who apparently is being taken 
seriously by Europe. Before Congress adjourned, it 
considered a vote of censure against the Senator for 
giving out a public statement in London to the effect 
that the United States is too involved in trade and 
other world-wide interests to remain out of a major 
conflict. The Senator seems to be suffering from a 
bad case of logorrhea, and the sooner Europe learns 
that it is not he that frames the foreign policies of 
the United States, the better.

' THE MISHANDLING OF COUNTY SCHOOL FUNDS. 

In its final report, the May term grand jury in St. 
Louis County paid its respects to the manner in 
which loans have been made for a quarter of a cen- 
tury from school funds. These loans were issued 
largely to politicians and their friends and little ef- 
fort was made to compel payment of interest and 
principal, with the result that many of them are 
grossly in arrears. The condition of the fund was 
recently exposed by auditors. 

The grand jury found that, prior to the election 
of the present County Court, ‘‘worthless loans piled 
up, causing losses to school funds.’ It found further 
that officials charged with the duty cf checking the 
loans made only casual inquiries. The grand jury 
recommends that efforts be pressed to collect from 
borrowers. 

As we have pointed out before, county politicians, 
through the use of school funds, have had a little 
RFC all of their own. It is scandalous that money 
set aside for educational purposes should be so care- 
lessly handled. The public looks to county officials

HE hitch-hiker is out of luck. Once the 
T picturesque knight-errant of the high- 

ways, he is today considered at best a 
nuisance, at worst a dangerous racketeer. 
With a mounting record of robberies, as- 
saults and even murders traced to harmless- 
looking thumb-wavers along the road, police 
and lawmakers in many state: have declared 
war on the free rider. And now, from all ac- 
counts, even the motorist, grown wiser 
through sad experience, is turning thumbs 
down more regularly on the fellow who add- 
ed something new to the catalogue of ges- 
tures. 

To be sure, the motorways this season are 
lined with boys and girls, men and women, 
signaling every passing automobile in the 
hope of being picked up. Experience has 
shown that whenever the roads are filled 
with cars, the army of hitch-hikers comes 
out in full force—and motor travel this year 
has reached the highest mark since 1929. 

Professional tramp and amateur floater; 
schoolboy with the wandering impulse and 
teacher sight-seeing on a slim purse; itiner- 
ant worker looking for the next job; CCC 
youths on furlough, trying to save carfare; 
vacationists wanting a ride to see friends at 
other resorts up the road—all belong to the 
genus hitch-hiker, 

Like their types, their 
While the great majority are innocent of 
mischievous intent, others are less trust- 
worthy. The depression, bringing loss of 
jobs and homes, greatly swelled the ranks 
of ride beggars, formerly composed mostly 
of youthful adventurers. Older, more hard- 
bitten men joined the hitch-hike contingent. 
As railroads began more carefully patrolling 
their lines, itinerants forsook riding the rods 
and took up positions along main-traveled 
highways; there was less danger for them,

Recently intensified campaigns against 
criminals and undesirables by Federal and 
city authorities in many sections have also 
sent thousands of suspicious characters to 
wheedle—or force—rides from passing mo- 
torists. It is this element, admittedly a 
smal] minority, which has given hitch-hiking 
a black name. 

Like motorists, hitch-hikers travel in well- 
defined movements, under the pull of the 
seasons or of some event of great interest. 
In summer, they fill the roads leading to 
Northern points, to cool mountain and sea- 
shore resorts. As soon as the leaves begin 
to turn in the upper rim of states, they sta- 
tion themselves along routes leading south, 
hoping before many days or weeks to reach 
sunny, warm lands. 

Many sagas of hitch-hiking travel have 
been recorded, Students and teachers on va- 
cation have been known to travel thousands 
of miles in a single season. Two 60-year- 
old women last year, starting out with $14, 
covered by hitch-hiking more than 4000 
miles, from: Livingston, Mont., to Washing- 
ton, D. C., and back. 

Most of such trips are accomplished by 
easy#stages, or rather by short stretches of 
riding, with much detouring, back-tracking, 
delay and inconvenience; but tall tales are 
recounted sometimes of Odyssean wander- 
ings, with single lifts of 500, 1000 or even 
1500 miles, 

But as a game, hitch-hiking is becoming 
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increasingly difficuit, even in such states 
as have not déclared it illegal to solicit rides. 
Motorists have become wary of giving rides 
even under the best of circumstances and 
to the most innocent-looking beckoners. 

In the early days of motoring, a car own- 
er felt it an expression of friendliness to help 
some less fortunate walker by speeding him 
along his way. Thus, the motorist may be 
said to have encouraged hitch-hiking from 
the beginning. But today, he has either lived 
through some harrowing experience himself 
or has read too many accounts of drivers 
having been decoyed by boys lying on the 
road pretending they were injured; by at- 
tractive young women wishing only a lift 
“to the next village,” but plotting blackmail; 
by old women in widow’s garb who turned 
out to be blackjackers in disguise, and by 
other wolves in sheep’s clothing. 

Owners of moving vans and other com- 
mercial vehicles, realizing the danger to 
driver as well as load from hitch-hikers 
who might turn out to be robbers, were 
among the first to take steps to curb the 
practice. As early as 10 years ago, the sign, 
“Sorry, No Riders,” adorned the windshields 
of trucks in many parts of the country; it 
is more generally in use today, 

* “ * 

States, too, began looking into the prob- 
lem, Led by Minnesota, they devised laws to 
stop the practice by prohibiting the solicita- 
tion of rides. Fourteen states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia now have such laws—New 
York New Jersey, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Maine, Michigan (local ordinances), Minne- 
sota, North Dakota, Pennsylvania, Utah, Vir- 
ginia, Wisconsin, Nortn Carolina and IIlli- 
nois. It is considered only a matter of time 
before every state will enact similar laws. 

The measures provide fines ranging 
from $2 or a one-day jail sentence, as in 
Pennsylvania, to $300 fine and 10 days in 
jail, as in the District of Columbia. While 
admittedly the law is not strictly enforced 
in some sections, for lack of sufficient high- 
way patrol, it is in other sections, with sur- 
prising effectiveness. 

Another law operates strongly against 
the tendency of good-hearted drivers to offer 
lifts to strangers. A hitch-hiker is a guest 
and, under the statutes of 22 states, a guest 
riding in an automobile may sue the motor- 
ist in case of injury resulting from an acci- 
dent; by charging ordinary carelessness or 
negligence, he stands a good chance of col- 
lecting damages, particularly if the motorist 
is insured Abuses under this law have led 
some states to abolish “guest suits” in an ef- 
fort to stop what had in some cases become 
a profitable racket. 

The American Automobile Association, 
which for many years has cautioned motor- 
ists not to give rides to strangers. recentlv 
started a new campaign, noting a recrudes- 
cence of the evil. It cites the dangers of en- 
couraging hitch-hiking. 

All signs indicate that as motorists in- 
creasingly realize the hazards, and as high- 
ways become better patrolled, the hitch-hik- 
er, professional or amateur, will be less in 
evidence. .

Meat, which offers probably the extreme ex- 
ample, is selling for 61 per cent above what 
it did in 1913, the pre-war date upgn whica 
parity prices were originally calculated. 

While these higher figures obtain, how- 
ever, there has been little or no move, save 
a reduction in the Government cotton loan in 
an effort to recoup lost markets, prophetie 
of what may be expected of other commod- 
ities when prices reach and abide at pro- 
hibitive levels, made toward keeping them 
in hand or to give to the consumer the pro- 
tection which he merits and which, in the 
final analysis, he must receive if mass buy- 
ing of the commodities concerned is to be 
continued, much less expanded. 

Instead, there have been an extension and 
a strengthening of processing taxes. In the 
AAA amendments, there is provision that if 
the power of the Secretary of Agriculture to 
make adjustments in the public interest is 
held unconstitutional, the existing rates, for 
all the burden they impose, become the fixed 
tax law.

HAT is most needed in public 
Wu. is truth. The curse of 

public office is yes men. They 
surround an executive and through 
fear, favor, flattery, affection or 
sympathy, they temper unpleasant 
truth and sweeten honeyed hap- 
penings. 

The hardest thing to get, from 
your best people, even in an inti- 
mate staff conference on some 
enemy criticism, is a purely objec- 
tive account of the simplest inci, 
dent. 

It was this kind of thing that 
wrecked Herbert Hoover. Nobody 
seemed able to bring himself to 
tell that little-understood man the 
truth. Up to the day of his defeat, 
he did not suspect things that were 
certainties to nine out of 10 men 
in the streets. 


If there were nothing else worth 
while in the whole West Point edu- 
cation, there is the utter horror that 
it seeks to instill into young male 
minds of a “false official,” or—in 
stilted skinlist language — “disin- 
genuous” statement. 


In that cloistered community as- 
sociation with comrades is a neces- 


| sity of life. For one such lapse a 
man is “silenced”—not by his

Widow of St. Louis Doctor 
Fatally Hurt in Fall in 
Washington . 


A funeral service for Mrs. Su- 
zanne Slayback Adams, who died 
in Washington from _ injuries in- 
flicted in a fall downstairs, will be 
held at 3 p. m., Saturday, at St. 
John’s Methodist Church, Kings- 
highway and Washington avenue. 
The ashes will be placed in Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery. The _ service 
here will follow one to be held at 
2 p. m. tomorrow at an undertak- 
ing chapel in Washington, after 
which cremation will take place. 

Mrs. Adams was 74 years old, 
and had lived since 1930 at the 
home of her daughter, Baroness 
Maximilian H. von Pagenhardt, in 
Washington.

She was the widow of Dr. Wel- 
lington Adams, and was the daugh- 
ter of.

mental maxims of the common law, 
marked their expansion and secur- 
ity. Our forefathers migrated to 
America that they might attain 
them more fully. When they wrote 
the Declaration of Independence 
they boldly extended these _ rights. 
Be the Constitution could be 
ratified patriotic men who feared 
a return to tyranny, whose chains 
had been thrown off only after 
years of toil and bloody war, _in- 
sisted that these hard won rights 
should be incorporated-in black and 
white within the Constitution— and 
so came the American Bill of Rights. 


Hurricane of Revolutions. 

“In the hurricane of revolutions 
which have swept the world since 
the great war, men, struggling with 
the wreckage and poverty of that 
great catastrophe and the compli- 
cations of the machine age, are in 
despair surrendering their free- 
dom for false promises of economic 
security. Whether it be Fascist 
Italy, Nazi Germany, Communist 
Russia, or their lesser followers, 
the result is the same. Every day 
they repudiate every principle of 
the Bill of Rights. Freedom of wor- 
ship is denied. Freedom of speech 
is suppressed. The press is cen- 
sored and distorted with propagan- 
da. The right of criticism is de- 
nied. Men go to jail or the gal- 
lows for honest opinion. They may 
not assemble for discussion. They 
speak of public affairs only in whis- 
pers. They are subject to search 
and seizure by spies and inquisitors 
who haunt the land. The _§safe- 
guards of justice in trial or impris- 
onment are set aside. There is no 
right in one’s savings or one’s own 
home which the Government need 
respect. 

“Here is a form of servitude, of 
slavery—a slipping back toward the 
Middle Ages. Whatever these gov- 
ernments are, they have one com- 
mon denominator—the citizen has 
no assured rights. He is submerged 
into the state. Here is the most 
fundamental clash known to man- 
kind—that is, free men and women, 
co-operating under orderly liberty, 
as contrasted with human beings 
made pawns of dictatorial govern- 
ment; men who are slaves of des- 
potism, as against free men who 
are the masters of the state. 

The Issue in America, 

“Even in America, where liberty 
blazed brightest and Ly its glow 
shed light on all the others, it is be- 
sieged from without and challenged 
from within. Many, in honest be- 
lief, hold that we cannot longer ac- 
commodate the growth of science, 
technology and mechanical power 
to the Bill of Rights and our form 
of government. With that I do not 
agree. Men’s inventions cannot be 
of more value than men themselves. 
But it would be better that we sac- 
rifice something of economic ef- 
ficiency than to surrender these 
primary liberties. In them lies a 
spiritual right of men. Behind 
them is the conception which is the 
highest development of the Chris- 
tian faith—the conception of in- 
dividual freedom with brotherhood. 
From them is the fullest flowering 
of individual human personality. 

“Those who proclaim that by the 
machine age there Ys created an 
irreconcilable conflict in which 
liberty must be sacrificed should 
not forget the battles for these 
rights over the centuries, for let it 
be remembered that in the end 
these are undying principles which 
spring from the souls of men. We 
imagine conflict not because the 
principles of liberty are unwork- 
able in a machine age, but because 
we have not worked them conscien- 
tiously or have forgotten their true 
meaning. 

No Gain by Such Sacrifice. 

“Nor do I admit that sacrifice 
of these rights would add to eco-

economic security, or would find a 
single job or would give a single as- 
surance in old age. The dynamic 
forces which sustain economic se- 
curity and progress in human com- 
fort lie deep below the surface. 
They reach to those human _  im- 
pulses which are watered alone by 
freedom. The initiative of men, 
their enterprise, the inspiration of 
thought, flower in full only in the 
security of these rights. 

“And by practical experience un- 
der the American system we have 
tested this truth. And here I may 
repeat what I have said elsewhere. 
Down through a century and a half 
this American concept of human 
freedom has enriched the whole 
world. From the release of the 
spirit, the initiative, the co-opera- 
tion, and the courage of men, which 
alone comes of these freedoms, has 
been builded this very machine age 
with all 
its reductions of sweat. Wherever 
in the world the system of individ- 


ual liberty has been sustained, man- | 


kind has been better clothed, bet- 
ter fed, better housed, has had 
more leisure. Above all, men and 
women have had more self-respect. 
They have been more generous and 


of finer spirit. Those who scoff that | 


liberty is of no consequence to the 
under-privileged and the unem- 
ployed are grossly 
primary f 
creative and the productive im- 
pulses of free men that the re- 
demption of those sufferers and 
their economic security must come. 
Any system which curtails these 


freedoms and stimulants to men | 


destroys the possibility of the full 
production from which economic 
security can alone come. 


Balance of Powers. 

“These rights and protections of 
the Bill of Rights are safeguard- 
ed in the Constitution through a 
delicate balance and separation of 
powers in the framework of our 
Government. That has been found- 
ed on the experience over centuries 
including our own day. 

“Liberty is safe only by a divi- 
sion of powers and upon local self- 
government. We know full well 
that power feeds upon itself—part- 
ly from the greed of power and 
partly from the innocent belief that 
utopia can be attained by dictation 
or coercion. 


“Nor is respect for the Bil of 
Rights a fetter upon progress. It 
has been no dead hand that has 
carried the living principles of lib- 
erty over these centuries. Without 
violation of these principles and 
their safeguards we have amended 
the Constitution many times in the 
past century to meet the problems 
of growing civilization. We will no 
doubt do so many times again. Al- 
ways groups of audacious men in 
government or out will attempt to 
consolidate privilege against their 
fellows. New invention and new 
ideas require the constant remold- 
ing of our civilization. The func- 
tions of government must be read- 
justed from time to time to restrain 
the strong and protect the weak. 
That is the preservation of liberty 
itself. We ofttimes interpret some 
provisions of the Bill or Rights so 
that they override others. They, in- 
deed, jostle each other in course of 
changing national life—but their re- 
spective domains can be defined by 
virtue, by reason, and by law. And 
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its additions of comfort, | 


—— 


‘the freedom of men is not possible 
without virtue, reason and law. 

“Liberty comes alone and lives 
alone where the hard-won rights of 
‘men are held inalienable, where 
| Sovernments themselves may not 
infringe, where governments are, 
indeed, but the mechanisms to pro- 
tect and sustain these principles. 
It was this concept for which Amer- 
ica’s sons have died on a hundred 
battle fields. 

“Fof 20 years in the service of my 
‘country at home and abroad I have 
dealt with the backwash of war and 
| revolution. I have had poignant 
'duty to observe the beginning and 
‘the march of forces which lead to 
‘the overthrow of liberty in many 
lands. I have known the men who 
‘fought bravely to save humanity 
from these catastrophes. I have one 
|conclusion from it all. 
| “Liberty never dies from direct at- 
tack. No one will dare rise tomor- 
row and say he is opposed to the 
'Bill of Rights. Liberty dies from 
the encroachment and disregard of 
its safeguards. Its destruction can 
be no less potent from ignorance or 
desire to find short cuts to jump 
over some immediate pressure. In 
our country, abdication of its re- 
sponsibilities and powers by Con- 
'gress to the executive, the repudia- 
ition by the Government of its obli- 


ignorant of the lgations, the centralization of author- 
act that it is through the |ity into the Federal Gevernment at 


‘the expense of local government, the 
building up of huge bureaucracies, 
the coercion or intimidation of citi- 
zens, are the same sort of first sap- 
ping of safeguards of human rights 
tiat have taken place in other lands. 
Here is the cause of anxiety and 
concern to the thinking citizens of 
the United States. George Wash- 
ington in his farewell address 
warned: ‘One method of assault 
may be to effect, in the form of the 
Constitution alterations which may 
impair the energy of the system and 
thus to undermine that which can- 
not be directly overthrown.’ 

“Yet every form of constructive 
progress can be developed within 
the spirit and safeguards of the Bill 
of Rights. That is the only foun- 
dation upon which progress may be 
permanent: All other foundations 
are the sands of disaster. 

“The nation seeks for solution of 
many difficulties. These solutions 
can come alone through the con- 
structive forces which arise from 
the spirit of free men and women. 
The purification of liberty from 

buses, the restoration of confidence 
in the rights of men, from which 
come the release of the dynamic 
forces of initiative and enterprise, 
are alone the methods through 
which these solutions can be found 
and the purpose of American _life 
assured.”

ONLY NINE STATE BANKS 
DROP DEPOSIT INSURANCE 


Federal Officials Say More Than 
7500 Have Right to Quit 
Before Sept. 22.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Feder- 
al officials said yesterday that only 
nine State banks have given notice 
of using the opportunity offered in 
the new banking act to withdraw 
from the Deposit Insurance Cor- 

ration. 

The new law gave State banks 
which are not members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve system until Sept. 22 
to signify any desire to withdraw. 
Officials said there were more than 
7500 corporation members in this 
category. All Federal Reserve 
members are required to belong to 
the insurance fund.

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Rhode Island cooking is unique 


OUTH County’s sons and daugh- 
S ters may travel far and wide 

from those few square miles in 
the heart of the old Narragansett 
section of Rhode Island, but some- 
thing forever calls them back. Still 
basking complacently in its memo- 
ries and legends, beautiful with its 
hidden lakes and rivers, its acres 
of untouched woodland, and nar- 
row, winding country roads, South 
County weaves a spell about its 
children from the day they are 
born. 

The old South County and the 
new are intermingled, but the old is 
real and still makes its marked im- 
pression.

huckleberries. It is said that the 
faces of children who eat of these 
cakes will wear a continued smile 
from one huckleberry season to the 
next. 

From the Narragansett Indians, 
the first South County settlers 
learned their food lore. The corn 
still grown there has its origin in 
that which was a peace offering and 
a symbol of good fellowship  be- 
tween the coppery natives and those 
hardy settlers who laid the strong 
foundation of South County. 

Preserves and pickles there were 
galore, stored on shelves in dark 
cool cellars—or in great earthen 
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haps the massive fireplace, occupy- 
ing in many cases practically an 
entire side of the room. 


Here, and in the brick oven be- 
side it, the family cooking was done. 
Iron kettles hung from cranes for 
top-stove cooking, meats were roast- 
ed on spits, and loaves of bread, 
luscious pies and cakes were baked 
in the great oven, many days sup- 
ply at one time. 


The native foods are many. A 
few stand out prominently and 
their fame has spread _ widely. 
Rhode Island johnny-cake meal, 
glorified as “Ambrosia” by one na- 
tive lover of South County, can 
hardly be equaled elsewhere. It is 
a soft creamy meal, ground, oh, so 
painstakingly through smooth, fine- 
grained revolving millstones turned 
by water power. 

There is no johnny-cake in the 
world like that made from native 
meal, say the sons and daughters 
of South County. The method of 
preparation has adapted itself to 
changing conditions, but the ingre- 
dients are the same and the flavor 
is unforgettable. A South County 
child’s first cooking lesson is inthe 
art of making johnny-cakes, and 
the lesson is never finished until 
they are perfect. 

Pettaquamscutt River, really a 
tide water series of lakes, running 
finally into the ocean, has always 
been a source of native foods. The 
freezing of the river, which story 
says is bottomless, calls out the 
men folk armed with an ax and an 
eel spear. The ice also brings out 
the seiners, who draw their nets 
through a spreading semi-circle of 
holes. The “hauled” seines reveal a 
startling and motley array of fish, 
large and small, of both fresh and 
salt-water types. And with summer 
comes the crabbing season, rich 
with delicious softshell crabs and 
monstrous blue, hard-backed fel- 
lows. 

Plum Beach on Narragansett Bay 
is famous for its clams and qua- 
hogs. Clams and quahogs baked 
to a delicate savor, a monstrous 
bluefish wrapped in seaweed and 
steamed to “mouth-watering” deli- 
ciousness, and dozens upon dozens 
of ears of yellow bantam corn 
roasted in the husks—all this was 
cooked in the ground by means of 
huge red-hot stones, and was served 
with innumerable accompaniments. 

South County’s pastures hold a 
bountiful supply of blueberries, 
huckleberries and  blackberries— 
dark blueberries hanging in loose 
clusters from tall bushes or large 
light blue ones on low, almost vine- 
like shrubs; crisp “sugar-black” 
huskleberries, unexcelled for their 
sweetness; and blackberries grow- 
ing in shoulder-high forests on 
thorny briars. 

It is necessary to mention johnny- 
cakes again for it would be a grave 


omission to forget those brown- 


crocks. Mince pies, too, were stored 
in this way to “ripen”—huge batches 
of them. Head cheese made in long 
loaves from pigs heads and hocks 
in the late fall was the source of 
many a tasty meal through the win- 
ter months. And home-made saus- 
age, seasoned to the right touch of 
perfection, was mixed in great tubs 
for hours, and then made into cakes 
for frosty winter breakfasts accom- 
panied by steaming heaps of buck- 
wheat or “flannel” cakes. 

The seasonings and accessories 
too were either home-grown or 
home-prepared, Each family ground 
its own pepper. Molasses was main- 
ly used for sugar. And herbs of 
all kinds flourished in family gar- 
dens. Inthe huge, rafter-hung at- 
tics, you may still find dry, dusty 
bunches of sage or catnip, gather- 
ed long ago, 


South-County Sausage Meat 
Five pounds fresh lean pork. 
Five pounds fresh fat pork. 
Two ounces salt. 
Five-eighth ounce sage. 
Five-eighth ounce black pepper. 
One-fourth ounce red pepper. 
Have meat finely ground. Add 
seasonings and mix thoroughly, be- 
ing certain that all ingredients are 
completely blended.

Quahog Shortcake 


One standard recipe baking pow- 
der biscuit. 

Twelve quahogs (with liquor).

Put 
quahogs through § food chopper, 
using finest knife, then bring to 
a boil in their own liquor. Stir 
into white sauce and serye over 
hot buttered biscuits.

One-half cup fat salt pork, diced. 

Two medium-sized onions,

Put pork in skillet and cook un- 
til crisp and golden. Add onion 
and cook lightly. Cook potatoes 
in water until tender. Add pork 
and onions and quahogs' which 
have been ground through a_ food 


chopper and cooked about five 
minutes in their own liquor, Sea- 
son to tastse with salt and pepper. 
Pour into a baking dish and cover 
with a baking powder biscuit crust. 
Bake in a moderately hot oven (375 
degrees F.) until crust is cooked 
through and golden brown. This 
recipe makes about six portions. 


Rhode Island Johnnycakes 
(South-County Style) 


Two cups Rhode Island johnny- 
cake meal. 

Salt. 

Boiling water. 

Milk. 

Combine meal in a mixing bowl 
with salt to taste. Thoroughly 
scald this with the boiling water. 
Thin mixture with milk until con- 
sistency reaches a point where it 
clings together nicely and yet will 
just leave a_ tilted spoon with 
slight assistance. Drop by spoons- 
ful on a greased, moderately hot 
griddle. Flatten each cake slightly 
and cook until a crisp brown crust 
is formed. Turn and cook on other 
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side. Serve hot with butter 
recipe makes about six portions.

Giggling in class is not laughter, 
It is an indication of severe strain, 
a signal for change of mood, change 
of work, a call for rest and recrea- 
tion. The loud shout with its hint 
of derision is an_ indication of 
strain close to the breaking point. 
It is heard only in classrooms 
where iron discipline, rigid routine 
and rule are the established order. 
In such a room the slightest devia- 
tion from the set scheme will result 
in this shout and it will take some 
tninutes for the drill-master teach- 
er to restore the atmosphere to its 
usual strained silence. What such 
a class needs is a merry laugh, but 
it is out of the question in such an 
atmosphere. The method of dis- 
cipline, the whole atmosphere of 
the room must be changed before 
it would be safe to laugh. 

And yet laughter is healing to the 
mind and body. I can forgive the 
feeble joke that brings laughter to 
a child's task. I can understand 
the deliberate play some teachers 
make to catch that laugh for the 
good it does. But I find it hard to 
understand or to forgive the strain 
of a classroom where laughter 
comes striding, screeching at the 
top of its voice like a siren alarm, 
which indeed it is. 

A child's need for laughter sends 
him seeking funny things. The han- 
diest are the comic strips. Some 
children read four sheets of them 
a day and would read more if they 
could find them. 

Comics that amuse children and 
leave a feeling of hearty good will 
behind them, sometimes a feeling 
of love and tenderness toward 
weaker things, and smaller chil- 
dren, and helpless people are 

A collection of the best 
strips make a good scrap book and 
give children many ai laughing 
hour. An hour with a fine circus 
clown is great. A funny story well 
told is warming to the child spirit. 
The light and mellowed touch of a 
wise teacher on a classroom inci- 
dent is delightful and lasts for a 
whole session. Let the children 
laugh. Help them to laugh. Teach 
them how and when and where 
to laugh and you give them some- 
thing priceless.

“In that case,” I replied, “people 
will hold me responsible, and they 
may punish me for your failure.” 

The former President chuckled: 

“Well, Huey, that’s almost reason 


enough to accept the position. You'll 
|hear from me later.” 


It soon became practically certain 
that all members of the Cabinet, as 
‘selected, would accept. 

My worries about the completion 
of my Cabinet being almost over, I 
undertook to set in motion my plan 
for a redistribution of the nation’s 
wealth. 

My plan was outlined in my first 
legislative message to the Congres: 
which I delivered orally on the sec- 
ond day of my presidency. In it I 
recommended the creation of a 
giant national organization for 4% 
survey of all wealth and poverty. It 
was the first step in carrying out 
the Share-Our-Wealth program. 

Believing, as I told the assembled 
House and Senate, that “the people 
‘make fewer mistakes than we,” I 
| proposed to place in charge of this 
survey only those people who owed 
their positions to the votes of tne 
people. It was my view, in which 
most members of Congress readity 
concurred, that ultimate power, to 
be exercised over important govern- 
mental functions within the states, 
should be given only into the hands 
of persons in whom the people hai 
expressed abiding faith and confi- 
dence. ‘ 

So I proposed to the Congress tha: 


the Share-Our-Wealth survey should 


be condncted by the Governors cf 
the states, members of the Senate 


‘and members of the House of Rep 
resentatives. 


My recommendation 
was that the survey in each state 


should be conducted by a board ot 


which the senior United States Sen- 
ator would be chairman, the junior 
Senator, the Governor and the 
/members of the House of Represen- 
-tatives the other members. Each 
‘member of the House would serve 
/on the board only. on that portion of 
the survey affecting his own con- 
'gressional district. 

I further .proposed that, in the 
event of a controversy in which the 


board failed to reach a conclusion 


by a majority vote, the legislaticn 
should give to the President the 
power to appoint a personal mem- 
ber to join the board for the pur 
pose of settling the controversy by 
casting the odd vote. 

I proposed that Congress itself lay 
down the rule by which wealth 
should be measured, both as to real- 
ty values and as to security values. 

I proposed that Congress should 
authorize these state boards; not 
only to take an inventory of all 
wealth, but to survey the property 
within the state, to determine to 
the best of human ability the 
amount of annual income received 
by each family earning less than 
$2500 a year, which was to be guar- 
anteed them under the Share-Our- 
Wealth program. I further asked 
Congress to authorize these board- 
to take a census of all families who 
did not possess a family homestead 
valued at $5000. 

My message created a sensation. 
It met with instant approval from 
the people, who heartily favored the 
idea of putting their own elected of- 
ficials in charge of the survey in 
eich state. The people believed that 
the integrity of the states was being 
protected when the elected officers 
of highest trust among them were 
placed in immediate charge of this 


work.

“I think so, too,” I agreed, “and 
that is why I am putting you in 
charge of this vast program for 
the elimination of dust storms, the 
reclamation of waste lands, the 
contro. of floods, and the develop- 
ment of navigation and water 
power throughout the entire coun- 
try.”

I have been 
reading an article 
on “Endocrinology 
and the Problem 

—v College Student,” 
Dr. Clendening »Y Dr. Harry J. 

Benjamin. The 
idea, of course, is that when a stu- 
dent displays some irregularity of 
conduct or inability to succeed in 
class work. he is turned over to 
the specialist, who examines his 
ductless glands. 


“An important group of students 
to which special attention has been 
paid are those in whom a discrep- 
ancy exists between the results of 
their intelligence tests and the re- 
sults of their school work. ° Occa- 
sionally a definite thyroid or pitu- 
itary, or combined deficiency of 
both glands was revealed. In sev- 
eral cases treatment tending to 
augment the work of these glands 
and improve their function had a 
striking result, improving the qual- 
ity of the patient’s work in college. 
Naturally the suggestion that goes 
with such treatment may play a 
large part in the result; but fre- 
quent changes in physical mani- 
festations of glandular function 
constitutes evidence that an actual 
endocrine qhange has been accom- 
plished.” ; 


Industrial organizations have had 
fhe same idea presented to them. 
For instance, one of the railroads 
has a consulting endocrinologist, 
and, according to the report, has 
provided something not only to, pre- 
serve the health of their employes, 
but also to preserve and increase 
their individua] efficiency. 


Dr. Benjamin is conservative in 
his evaluation of results, our pres- 
ent knowledge being what it is, and 
properly so. It all looks very nice 
on paper, but I don’t know. 


Not that I doubt the influence 
of the ductless glands on life, but 
1 doubt whether we know enough 
about them yet to make such fine- 
hair discriminations. Certainly our 
ability to correct their disordered 
‘actions is far too small to found 
a new social structure on. 


It sounds fine to read that a 
“definite thyroid or pituitary or 
combined deficiency was revealed,” 
but only those who have tried to 
establish a diagnosis in frank and 
well-marked cases know how hard 
that is. 

It’s too bad, for it’s a_ beautiful 
idea. If we could find out the rea- 
son for mental and character mal- 
adjustment on the basis of glands, 
and had means to correct them, 
think what we could do to this ugly 
old world. : 

Heaven knows how we could in- 
fiuence literature. Only for the 
better, I should think. “Who is en- 
gaged at the present moment in 
preserving notes on the_ internal 
secretions of Einstein? Who is in- 
vestigating the endocrine glands of 
Paul Vatery?” asks Andre Maurois.

A Discussion 


~ OF America’s 


Constitution 


HIS is Constitution day, dedi- 
cated in honor of the august 
document on which our republic 
Skee 
house, or the frame of the human 
body, giving shape to our national 
life. 

Loyalty to the Constitution is the 
'oath of every officer, as it is the 
| first duty of every citizen. For 
(that reason an emotional attach- 
“ment to an object of universal de- 
votion must never be employed as 
the screen behind which to exploit 
or advance any pet party program. 


Our loyalty to the Constitution 
does not commit us to everything 
in it without the possibility of 
change. Article 5, which provides 
for amendment, is as much a part 
of the Constitution as any other. 


To swear allegiance to the Con- 
stitution does not mean that any 
|Man, or group, or party swears 
away the right to press for the 
adoption of amendments in_ the 
manner prescribed; for that is their 
right. 

In fact, the Constitution has been 
amended many times, and un- 
amended at least once. The aboli- 
tion of slavery was unconstitutional 
until the thirteenth amendment, 
and was promptly and properly de- 
clared so. 


The “due process” clause, which 
made invalid the railway pension 
act, does not appear in the Consti- 
tution as the fathers framed it, 
but in the fourteenth amendment, 
/and was intended to protect colored 
people. 

Even a graduated income tax was 
unconstitutional at first, and the 
nineteenth amendment had to be 
adopted to give women the vote. 
though some ardent feminists had 
claimed the right under the fif- 
teenth. 

In short, our Constitution is 
neither an elastic rubber to be 
stretched at will, nor a sanctified 
straight-jacket to bind us hand and 
foot and soul. It is neither fluid 
nor fixed, but a living thing. 
| The real issue is “What kind of 
government does this nation want 
and need?” Under the Constitution 
‘it can have the kind it asks for, if 
'not under present terms, then by 
| such changes as are provided for 
| In other words, the Constitution 
‘exists for the people, not the people 
for the Constitution—and that is
